Increasing Dally Attention and Conscl
entious Visits to the Dentist Are
Imperative If Good Looks Are
1o Be Preserved,

#ol of teeth should guard themn as they
would the finest jewels, On good aue
thority, It may be stated that a bad
stomach causes bad teeth, and if the
stomach I8 not kept in good eondition,

no matter how strong the teeth may |
be, they cannot last
erms develop and live almost

everywhers. When there is one b
tooth in the mouth, there Ix certain to
be germs. One bad tooth not taken
care of In time ey lead to many vis
ita to the dentist and possibly the loss
of one or more teeth

Some years back the dentist would
be visited once a year, later on Lwice
a year was considered suticient, but
now four times or ewery three months
Is deemed none tpo often to have the
dentist look your teeth over, There
may be a tiny eavity, so small, In fact,
thist it 8 revealed only when ‘h"l
dentist looks through Wis magnifving |
glass. Dt that eavity attended to In
time will Involve small cost, little
pain, and result in the preservation of
the tooth Someotimes the dontist's
examination may fall to reveal a small
cavily wiuy down near s root and If
yvou Yourself do oot find It soon it will
mean a poodafzed filllng when you
next visit the dentist. Therelore, If
longer than three months {8 allowed
to elapse between the visits to the
dentist It I8 sany to estimate the dam-
nge that may result to your teseth.

Mueh has been written and sald con-
cerning the care of the teeth, and in
many lnstances the statements are ex-
tremea, One of them-—that the condi
tion of the teeth depends wholly on
the eare given them—Iis arbitrary and
untrue. As & matter of cleanliness and
A means of alding the preservation
and enhancing the beanty of the teath,
unceasing dally attention should be
bestowed upon them, but even under
thess minlstrations testh will decny,
lose thelr color and become useloss,
and it 18 not upusunl to see rowas of
strong, white, sound-looking teeth that
have never known brush or dentifrice.

Unsound teath are due to constito-
tional defects, unless the teeth have
been abused by belng made to servo na
nut-erackers or having some equally
abnormal task forced upon them
Thelr color, too, if dark, may result
from the use of Iron, as a maedicine,
or from an acld condition of the stom-
nch, and all brushing, cleaning and
polishing that may be givan them will
not restore them to thelr original
whiteness.

Thers are also teeth which are of a
wazen-white or yellow ivory tint, Tha
former have pearly, transparent adges,
indicating a delicate constitution and
like it are frall and doomed soon to
decay, The lalter are strong and
generally belong to a person of vigor-
ous constitution, but no amount of
brushing or scouring will aver bleach
them to whiteness that Is not natural
to them.

It Is claimed by some that sweets
are injurious Lo the testh. TPure cane
sugar candy or maple ‘sugar will not
oorroda the teath, aven If one partake
plenteously of these sweets, The taeth
nead work and exerclse, and, If proper-
Iy used and not abused, whatever (s
good for the stomach and can be prop-
erly digested will not harm the teath

The real harm Is done when crumbs
are left In the teeth, especially over
night. Then acld accumulates and
glowly eats the enamel, and onee
this ocoura thers will sopn be a
oavity,

Never use a toothplek of any kind.
For removing the crumbs bolweon the
teeth dental foss 18 better. It should
ha drawn hetween the teoth after out-
ing and always before retiring at
night. It I8 not necesary to use pow-
der every day, but it \s necessary to
brush the teeth morning and night
with tepld water to which a pinch or
two of borax has boen added. Thls
pweetens the breath and keeps the
teeth elean.  ‘I'wo or three times a
week brush them with powder, and
once a month glve them a genoral
aleaning with pulverized pumics, rins
ing the teeth thoroughly afterward.

A cleansing and refreshing tooth
powder may be made with the tol
lowlng lugredients:

- Bqual parts of precipitated chalk,
powderad orrls root, borax and pow-
dered castile soap. Welgh these in-
gredients, and, If a bal? pound or
wore, five centa worth of oll of winter
green may be added, Then sift all
through several times. When not us-
ing. keep closely covered,

If the practice of rinsing the teeth
and month after ealing were more
generally observed, the leeth would
1ast longer and dentists' bills would be
tewer. Pour a pint of bolllng water
over & tablespoonful of blearbonate of
goda. When cool s may be used to
rinse the teeth, as this destroys the
seumulation of acld. Larger propor.
tions way be mixed and kept bandy
for use. It takes but a moment to
rinse the teeth, and this precaution
helps In & large measure Lo preserve
them.

TOO MUCH LOW GRADE ROSIN

Industry Has Approximate Value of
$20,000,000 — Crude Methods of
Grading Prove Costly.

In this country there is produced
annually forty million 280-pound bar-
rels of rosin, having a value of ap-
proximately $20,000,000, For many
years the crude methods of grading
this product for shipment have lost
the producer millions of dollars. The
question today between the producer
and user is one of gamples cut In cor-

rect slze.

Uncle Sam, through his department
of agriculture, has devised a method
which dces away with cutting the
sample. He has Invented an appa-
ratus which will mold a sample the
exact size, by which the producer
himgelf can grade the rosin as it s
made at the still, and thus know defi-
nitely before shipment exactly what
his product wiil grade,

The simple apparatus which Is rec-
ommended for this work comprises a
small mold made of two pleces of or-
dinary roofing tin. It !s about one
and a half inches high and exactly
seven-eightha of an Inch wide on the
sldes, Inslde measurement. This Ia
the size In which the standard grade
With the ap-
paratus I8 needed an ordinary tin
dipper, a knlfe and a set of standard
rosin types.

The samples for grading are made
in molds while the rosin s still in
liquid form in the barrels. The type
numbers are printed on the tiny block
samples to Indicate the season in
which it was produced.

Lead, with
1 per cent, of tin in it, has been found
to be a very dursble cowbination, es-
peclally sultable for electric rallway
work, The economy of the new pro-
ceas lles not only In the fact that the
value of the alloy made use of is very
much lower than that of sine, but also
in that & very much thinner coating
may be applied.

The other onethird is in the
completed state, having been utilized
in the United States in making fin-
ished motlon pleture films ready for
use in placing {llustrations upon the
screen.
